certained that the Bosque Del Apacie is owned at 
present by Mr. Stephen B. Elkins, and it was also 
learned that he. is anxious to dispose of it, and that 
of late he has taien severa: prospective purchasers 
over the ground. Among others who spoke to me 
about the grant was Col. J. Francis Chavez, who 
served three terms in Congress as the Delegate of 
the Territory of New Mexico. Touching vpon the 
validity of the grant, he said: “Steve (Elkins) told 
me several years ago, while the Bosque Dei Apache 
case was pending in court, that he had been 
obliged to ‘Wx’ the judge for a decision upon some 
law point, which I fail to remember at present, but 
whica virtualiy gave him the suit." .

In 1877 it 
was patentedfor its present boundaries, which, 
from a comparison of the grant. with 
the plat of the survey, are shown to be incorrect. 
Inibeactof possession the Alcilie gives the 
southern boundary as to'lows: “On the sonth, 
following down the course of the river to where it 
is intersecied by the boundaries of Valverde.” In- 
stead of running the southera boundary from the 
place “where the river intersects the Valverde,” 
however, the plat shows that-the Deputy Surveyor 
continued the line five miles -outh of that point, 
thereby giving totheowner of that grant in the 
neighborhood of tweive square miles of land, or 
about 7,600 acres more than he is entitled to, The 
following sketch is acopy of the plat on file in the 
Surveyor-General’s office: 


As stated above, the survey wasapproved by the 

Surveyor-General. It contains in all 60,117 acres. 
GRABBING 436 SQUARE MILES. 

From the papers on record in the Surveyor-Gen- 
eral's office, the Canon de Chama grant presents 
the curious spectacie of a Goverment official giv 
ing to a petitioner over three times as much laad 
as wasaskedfor. The grant was made originally 
toa community of settlers inthe valley of the De 
Chama Riverin Rio Arriba County, notfar re- 
moved from the Colorado line. In: is opinion as 
to the validity of the grant, Jas. K. Proudfit, Sur- 
veyor-General, says: “The grant contains about 
184.820 acres.” The grantees and their heirs, who 
have lived on the grant for a hundred years or 
more, and were well acquainted with its boundarjes 
beld the same opinion asto the area comprised 
in the tract, for in their appication for an ap- 
prova! of the grant they state explicitly that it con- 
tains about 184,320 acres, and furthermore, 
they submit a map of the grant with ite boundaries, 


of which the following is a copy:

On the margin of the map is the following state- 
ment: “Sketch of the Canyon de Chama, otherwise 
San Joaquin Del Rio de Chama Grant, showing 
approximately its boundaries situated ia Rio Ar- 
riba County, N. M., extending from north to south 
about sixteen miles ana from east to west about 
eighteen miles, containing about 184,320 acres." 
From which it is plain that General Proudfit 
and the grantees themselves were decidedly of ihe 
opinion that the Canyon de Chama contained in 
the neighborbood of 184,320 acres. The Surveyor- 
General approved tne grant on the representations 
made to him, and in his act of approval 
again mentions the eres 4s stated above. 
The De Chama was not surveyed at the time, how- 
ever, and no attempt was made on the part of the 
owners to complete the title untii after the appoint

To-Day’s Proceedings in the Celebrated 
Poisoning Case.

A Mass of Testimony by Medical Ex- 
perts Regarding Arsenical Poison- 
ing—The Line of Defense—An 
Alleged Important and Startling 
Discovery — Pinkerton Detectives 
Shadowing a Former Mistress of 
Mr. Walkup—Floral Presents for the 
Defendant. 


Ewponts, Kax., October 23.—The afternoon ses- 
sion yesterday was taken up witha searching ex- 
amination of Dr. Jacobs) The substance of the 
evidenc: elicited, and as published in the Post-D1s- 
PaToH, was that the arsenica! effects in the case of 
Waikup had been produced in twenty-four to 
twenty-six hours. The defeuse endeavored to have 
itshown thatthe arsenic could bave been taken 
severa! days before it began to operate. Dr. Gard- 
ner, the analytical chemist who assisted at the post- 
mortem, gave it as his opinion that arsenic was the 
cause of Walkup's death.

“None of the tests taken alone are 
absolutely reliable on account of the powibie m- 
purities inthe chemic J used. but taken to_etherwith 
thefesions found in the postmortem, I have no doubt 
that J. R. Waikup’s death was caused by arsenic. 
Mr. Waikup’s bouy at the time of examination was 
ina well povrished condit on, and he must have 
been in excellent beat previousto his death.” 
The Doctor then explained as to the solubility of 
arsenic and how it may be eliinina‘ed from the 


system. “Arsenic is eliminated from the system 
with moderate rapidity. If the patient 
lives five or ex days all traces 


of arsenic may have disappeared. I don't 
mean to say that it is always eliminated in 
a week, and tnatitisin cases where ouly a small 
number of doses have been given. When the

less of it will be absorbed, because an inflamed 
surface is no in a favorable condition for observa- 
tion. In that case the arsenic wiil kill by the 
injury done to the bowe's and the exhaustion 
caused by vomiting and purging, and inability to 
take nourishment.

THE DEPEW LETTER. 

It is not ANDREW JOHNSON who is on trial 
on the evidence of the Depew letter. It isa 
greater and more famous man; one who is 
praised as the savior of the Union; one to 
whom we are raijsing—or failing to raise— 
monuments, U, S. Grant. 

The question is, does Derxw report GRANT 
correctly? Of this there can hardly be any 
doubt. The interview reads credibly. Mr. 
Depew isa Republican partisan, a railroad 
king, a chum of millionaires, but he is not a 
man who would go out of his way to tell a lie 
about a matter in which he had no interest. 
He had no motive to invent the story. Indeed 
he could not have invented it if he had tried. 
The story is a straightforward and credible 
one in itself. If there were any doubt of its 
truthfulness the testumony of Grant's oldest 
son, Col. F. D. GRANT, is sufficient. He makes 
the second witness. His evidence sustains Dr- 
PEW in every particular. 

This being the case, it is not JOHNSON who 
needs vindication, but Grant. How are we 
to reconcile the story which GRANT told to 
DEPEW with the evidence which GRANT gave 
before the Judiciary Committee on July 17, 
1867! 

At that time Gen. GRANT,.on oath, denied 
that he had ever heard President JOHNSON say 
in private any more than he had heard him say 
in his public speeches on the subject of the 
legality of a Congress with Southern members 
admitted. “I never heard him make any re- 
marks looking to a controversy between the 
Executive Department and Congress,” is the 
officially recorded testimony of Gen. Grant in 
the Johnson impeachiment proceedings, just one 
year previous to Gen. GRANT’S nomination as 
the Republican candidate for President, and in 
giving that testimony the General reiterated 
again and again his opinion that JOHNSON’s 
policy was identical with that of President 
LINCOLN. 

Is there any question that Grant has un- 
consciously given two versions of one trans- 
action? We neither accuse him nor defend 
him. We deal with the case on the evidence. 

GRANT was butaman afterall. His great- 
ness which was so conspicuous in bis military 
transactions did not extend to civil affairs, nor 
did it raise him above the human weaknesses 
of feeling, prejudice, ambition and _ self- 
approval. The Grant of Appomattox was 
not the Grant who kept up the carpet-bag 
governments in the Southern States. The 
Grant who closed his iron grip on Vicksburg 
was not the GRanT who gave up the keys of 
the War Department toStanton. The Grant 
who suppressed Southern outrages with 
bayonets in 1869, was ‘‘tired of these annual 
autumnal outbreaks” in 1875, 

There is but one method of treating the 
question. That is to ‘‘tell the truth.”

GOVERNMENT DIRECTORS. 

Secretary LAMAR is so dissatisfied with the 
meagreness of the reports of the Government 
Directors of the Pacific roads that they will be 
required hereafter to submit detailed reports 
of the Directors’ meetings, with a good deal of 
other valuable information which has hitherto 
been conspicuously absent from their reports. 
The fact is.that, as sentinels on guard over the 
interests of the public and the government, 
they have been but lay figures, either not want- 
ing to know or not permitted to know any- 
thing about the very management they were 
supposed to be watching and keeping within 
the bounds of law. 

The companies have gone on violating their 
charters; ignoring or neglecting their obliga- 
tions to their great crediter, the Government: 
illegaliv incurring debts and misapplying earn- 
ings to dividends on stock-jobbing chromos, or 
to the payment of illicit subsidies to 
other corporations, and the Government 
Directors have either counived at this 
swindling or have been kept in ignorance 
of it until the Government and the public had 
found it out from others, Hereafter it is pro- 
posed that the Government Directors shal! 
keep not only theinselves but the Department 
of the Interior fully advised as to every act of 
the directors of each road and as to the exact 
character of its financial operations. If this 
had been done from the beginning the condi- 
tion of the companies and of the Government 
loans to them would have been far better. 

It is suspectei that even now President 
ADAMS and the directors of the Union Pacific 
are successfully perpetrating as gross a fraud 
on the Government as was ever attempted by 
his predecessor, Mr. Jay Gounp. The loan of 
$6,000,000 obtained from an alleged syndicate 
upon valueless chromos as collateral, to enable 
the company to pay off its floating debt and de- 
clare dividends upon other chromos, is furnished 
by the trustees of the company'sland mortgage 
sinking fund, and is believed to be. nothing 
but a disguised and illegal raid upon that fund. 
The proceéds of land sales dedivated to this 
fund by law have been sufficient to pay those 
bonds and clear off the mortgages; but, by col- 
lusion between the directors and the trustees, 
‘Whe bonds have not been bought and the money 
has been kept for other uses. For information 


can pork, This is why he proposes to stand by 
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the Government Directors, and it is high time 
to turn over a new leaf and get some better 
work out of them. 


PENNSYLVANIA has a new tax law which re- 
quires every citizen to make a sworn return of 
all mortgages, money at intcrest, or other in- 
vestments or incomes made taxable. Where a 
citizen fails to make such a return, the assessor 
is required to estimate the taxable personalty 
of said citizen from the best information at his 
command, and the proper County’ Commis- 
sioners or Boards of Revision are required to 
add 50 per centum to the assessor's estimate, 
making the aggregate thus obtained the basis 
of taxation. The ‘penalty for swearing to a 
false return is made sévere, and it is supposed 
that this law will subject to taxation a vast 
amount of personal property and money at in- 
terest which bas heretofore escaped the asses- 
sor and the tax-gatherer. We cannot say how 
such a law will operate in Pennsylvania, but it 
would not yield a very large increase of revenue 
here in Missouri, where the people have long 
been required to make sworn returns of their 
taxables and of the value thereof. The citizen 
who maxes a full return, valuing his property 
at the price he would be willing to pay for it 
himself, gets credit only for voluntarily paying 
more than his share of taxes, aud for stupidly 
regarding as a binding oath what is generally 
treated as a perfunctory formality or bit of 
idle mummery. No prosecution for swearing 
to a false return is ever heard of or thought of. 
The swearing catches nobody. but a few who 
are unfashionably conscientious, and who are 
thus punished, or heavily fined, as it were, for 
being conscientious or squeamish about false 
swearing. It would be better to dispense with 
swearing altogether in connection with returns 
to the assessor, until the law makes the prose- 
cutions and penalties for perjury and false re 
turns a terror to tax-dodgers.

Kduca jon tia the south, 
From the New Orleans Picayune. 

We prefer to suppose that the Globe-Democrat 
has not taken the pains to inform itse fin regard to 
this matter; because otherwise we should have to 
think thatit had deliberately misstated facts for 
politieal efect. The truth is, thatthe white peo- 
ple of the South, although the undertaking falls 
aimost eatirely upon them, are making the most 
strenuous efforts to educate the colored children 
of their section. Th's statement is amply sup- 
ported by stati-tics. In 1882, 56 percent of the 
white school po; ulation were at school (n public 
schuols), and of the colored 45.70 per cent. It is 
true that these figures show a somewhat larger 
proportion of white than of colored children at 
school, but tee races share alike under laws that 
wake no distinction between them. The South pays 
more in pruportion to her taxabie property, for pub- 
lic schools, than the rest of the Uaion. In 1880 the 
total valuation of taxable property in-the United 
States was $16.902.903.543; the thirteen States 
grouped as “Southern State."’ in the census tables 
show a total valuation of taxabie properiy of $2,- 
370.923.2069. In other words, ihe taxable property of 
tne Southern States in 1860 wasiesstoan one- 
seventh of that of the whole Union. And yet out 
of $83.000,000 expended in the United States for 
pu.le schovis, in 1880, the South spent over $12,- 
0V0,.00U— very considerabiy more than one-seventao 
of the total expenditure. 

The Southern people will plead guilty to poverty, 
but what they have they wil share w.th ibe negro 
for educational purposes. They understand per- 
tecily well the danger of iiving inthe midst ofa 
barbarous popuiation. They believe in a .govern- 
ment by the perop.e, but they imsist that suffrage 
shouid be intelligent. Gen. Logan and the Giobe- 
Democrat are more than willing that this section 
should Le governed by tts most ignorant class, and 
they oniy plead for negro education on ihe ground 
that the black peop.e wili bs more formidable to 
their white ne.ghvuors after tuey have learned to 
read and wr ite. 


Schools and Teaching.

Tie Indianapolis Journal, noting the fact that 
twenty graduates of Bostoa grammar schools were 
examined a few days ago with the purpose of find- 
ing some one fit for the position of general clerk, 
and that not one of the candidates passed, says:— 

“soys and girls of a former generation, whose 
entire schooling was comprised in half a dozen 
three mouths’ terms, learned to spell and write and 
‘cipuer’ with an ease and accuracy which mapy 
cbidren do not now attain after a ten years’ course 
in tue schools. Undertie old system the pupils 
did not listen to so muck iustruction in geology. bot- 
any, physiology, astronomy, nor did they devote 
much atteution to music, drawing, German and 
French, all of which are dianed inio the ears of even 
tue babies now, but wat they did learn was of im- 
mediate use and an excellent groundwork for the 
practical education which must come in later hfe.” 

And the Journal is right. If the purpose of 
teaching is to graduate gib smatterers our public 
school system is ovrrect; if itis to fit young men 
aud wemea for tife’s practical duties it is wrong. 
Not ove caiid in a hundred reaches a high school 
orcollegs. Why, then, should the time of ail be 
Wasted in preparing for something which they 
cannot enjoy and neglecting ti:at wich is important:

A VOICE FROM THE GKAVE. 


General Grant's Sworn Testimony Contra. 
dicts Depew. 

In his official'y recorded testimony, given on oath 
before the Jud ciary Committee, Ju'y 17, 1897, 
.General U. 8. Grant went over the grouad covered 
by his alleged talk with Chauncey M. Depew, and 


Depew ascribes to him. Tne questioners tried in 
vain to prove that Pres:deat Jonnson had enter- 
tained the project and made the overtures allezed 
in the Depew story. The following extracts show 
how General Grant answered their questions: 

Q —Have youat ay time heard tne President 


I make any remark in reference to the admission of 


Mewbers of Congress from the rebel States into 
either house? A—I cannot sav positiveiy wea I 
have heard him say on that subject. I tave heard 
him sav a6 much, perhaps, in bis publisned 
speeches last summer as | ever heard him at all 
on tue subject. I nave heard him say. and [ think 
I bave heard nim say wice in his speeches, that if 
the North carried tie elections by members enough 
to give them, with the Southern tmeatvers, a major- 
ity, why would they not be the Cungress of the 
United Stares? Ihave heard bim say that several 
ti...es. 

Q.—When you say the North you mean the 
Dewocratic party of the North, or, iu other words, 
the party favoriug his policy? A.—I mean if the 
North curried enough members in favor of the 
admission of the South.

STREET SWEEPING. 


Why the City Council Will Probably 
Reject the Contracts. 


Mr. Temple's Desire to Provide for 
the Superannuated Relatives of 
Ward Workers—The Division of 
Sentiment in the Committee on Pub- 
lic Improvements. 


The hesitancy of the Council, at its meeting last 
night, in approving the contracts awarded the St. 
Louls Improved Street Sprinkling Company for 
Sweeping the reconstructed streets 1s causing a 
great deal of comment. The position in which the 
matter find: itself now is this: Tie Board of Public 
Improvements, being authorized to call for bits for 
the sweeping of the streets by machine or by man- 
ual labor, some time ago advertised for bids for 
machine sweeping. this method being less expen- 
sive by one-half than the other. The bids were 
received and the contracts awarded. The con 
tracts, with the bond of the contractors 
were submitted to the Council by the 


Meyor for approval. The Council met 
and referred the mafter to the Comm ttee on Pub- 
le Improvements, Messrs. Tempe, Duross and 
Devoy. “hiseommittee [«iletto report unti! last 
n ch', when a report was demanded of the ». Their 
falure was due tothe r dissafisfiction with the 
manner in whic the s reet sweepin ci: regulated. 
MESSRS. TEMPLE AND DUNOSS 
bel eved that t.e sche !ul-of sweep nz, which pro- 
vded that certain streets should Fe swep once a 
day an‘ certain other streets on'y once a week, was 
a’! wrong; that the daly sweeping of some streets 
was unjust to those who lived on stre*ts that were 
swept only ‘once a veek. They believed a'so that 
two sweeping a week were enough for any 
stre't. Mr. Devoy, the third member. while 
be jieving that the position of his conferes 
wee good, it was yet not advisable to ‘estroy the 
present system until a betrer pian could be acdopt- 
ei. Gen. Turner the Street (ommissioner, was 
col ed before t e committee to explain his sys em 
and this he did, givinr very urge it reawons why ir 
shon d be continued At the meeting of the Coun- 
ci] last night Messrs. Tempe and Duross reported 
in favor of rejecting the contracts, and Mr. Devoy 
in favorof approving them. Further considera- 
tio) was postponed nntil this evening when it is 
likely the Council will adjourn siue die 
without approvire the contrects. If this is 
done, the streets will he swept oniv occas onally, 
ann then by han’. Nothing save the matters me:- 
tio ed above were handied at last night's Council 
meeiing. 
TEMPLES MOTIVES. 

As to the position ta en by Mr Temple in this 
matter it is unders: ood that hia o ject ts merely to 
Dave the street sweeping done 
by hand. Mr. Temple is an) bitious 
and about the time his term as counc'Iman exp:res 
there will be a number of very nce offices to be 
filled. He bas been “one of the bors” ail along as 
a counci'man, it being his very humane endeavor 
to prov de as many Democrats with position: in 
the city’s service as could possibly be sto ved 
away in the depart'nents. Workon ths street is 
sought by hun reds of superanuated old feliows 
wo would otherwise be dependent upon th» 
famiies of the men whorunthewards. Ti< work 
Mr. Temp e desires to nave given to th- old fe lows, 
Labor-saving mac!:inery is the best thing for c ean 
streets, the hand-sweening being slow and ineffe - 
ive. and the co-t tothe city would becomparatively 
litle, but this Mr. Temple and other councilmen 
do not want. They believe in giving work ‘oal! 
those who want to work, an in this they are 
a piauded by the horny-hadded constituents who 
take an interest in c ty politics. 

DEVOY'S POSITION. 

Mr. Devoy this morning explained his position as 
foliows: “I siould be in favor of rejecting these 
contracts if we had a better plan than the street com- 
missioner, but we have not. We bave no pian at 
ail. A fuir system is better than no systein, order 
is better than chaos aod Co approve these contracts 
is a better thing than to reject them. As far as 
sweepin: the streets once @ week or twice a week Is 
concerned lam satisiied, as General Turner hes 
denioustrated that it will cost no more 
to sweep them every day than to 
sweep them once a week, The men who run the 
street-sweep ng machinery will charge for their 
their plant wether the streets are swept once 4 
weex or Once a day. They've got to make so much 
money out of it. It’s justthe same asif I were 
emp vyed. I could not afford to work one day a 
week unless I received as much for thatday as I 
wou d fortne whole week. Therefore, tho street 
sweepers will charge the city so much, no matter 
how often or’ how iittie they Sweep te streets-— 
they’ve got to realize a certain amount on their 


invest ment.”
